THIS IS WORTH WHILE 


The Department of Agrculture of the United States, with 


all of its strivings after good things through the years, has de- 
veloped one really fine idea—the clubs of farm boys and of 
farm girls. There are boys' clubs for raising pigs and raising 
corn and girls' clubs for canning and gardening, and these 
clubs have resulted not only in producing better pigs and better 
corn, and better cans of fruit and better gardens, but they 
have greatly improved the crop of farm boys and farm girls. 


They have given to the great agricultural industry a large 


group of young men and women who believe the industry has 
its compensations in addition to the income in dollars the farms 
can be made to pay. 


They have insured to American agriculture a sturdy, in- 


telligent support from within itself which will continue through 
at* least a generation to uphold the rights of the agriculturists 
and work for the constant improvement of agricultural ideals 
and methods. 


Thig is vastly worth while. It is unique. There is not in 


all the industrial life of the nation outside of agriculture any- 
thing like it. No organized effort is made to inspire young 
men to do the work that their fathers are doing in the shop 
9t in the factory or on the railroad, and to do that work With 
greater skill and finer ideals and better results. 


The Department of Agriculture has set a good example to 


other departments of government in this regard and has started 
a movement which ought to be capable of enlarged application 
and adaptation. 


ROLLING STONE BRIDGE SHOULD BE BUILT 


A movement was started in this section List week which 


is almost three years late in getting underway, but now that 
it has taken shape should be shoved through to a successiul 
conclusion, and those interested, and everybody living in this 
and the northeastern section of the county should be interest- 
ed, must not hesitate for one moment until the goal arrived at 
is reached. 
This movement has for its goal the building by 


the State of the iron bridge across the river at Rolling Stone 


Just think of it, this bridge and the bridge across the 


river at Deer Creek were carried away by an ice flood three 
long years ago, yet, notwithstanding the fact that these bridges 
accommodated ?nd were necessary adjuncts to the transaction 
X)f business and traveling about of at least thirty thousand of 
the population of Clearfield and Centre counties, very little 
has been done toward replacing them. 


Each bridge happened to be on a State route and under 


the law the State was obligated to replace them. The matter 
was put up to the authorities at Harrisburg immediately fol- 
lowing their destruction and the local county authorities were 
informed that the State had no funds and nothing could be 
done until the legislature of 1921 made appropriations for 
such work. The legislature of 1921 met, appropriations wore 
made, but despite the fact of such appropriations practically 
nothing was done until last week, when advertisements were 
piaced for bids for the erection of the Deer Greek bridge. 


That is alright as far as it goes, but it fails to go far 


enough. We are in favor of the Deer Creek bridge and think it 
should be built and at once, but there is at least two hundied 
per cent more necessity for the Rolling Stone bridge, and why 
the State authorities should decide to build but one bridge, 
'and that the one that serves the fewest people, is one of those 
'unexplainable things those "powers that be" down at Harris- 
burg some times pull off. 


The Deer Creek bridge serves the few people at the 


}ower end of the county and is of no use, or but little use, to 
the people of the industrial section around Surveyor, Bald Hill 
and the country adjacent thereto on both sides of the nver, 
while a bridge at Rolling Stone would be of as much advantage 
almost to the people of the lower end as the Deer Creek bridge. 
t 
Therefore, what is needed right now is a bridge at Rolling 


Stone. A petition asking consideration of that proposition has 
been generously signed all along the down river country in 
Clearfield, Philipsburg and all surrounding territory and will 
be presented to the State Board of Public Buildings and 
Grounds at Harrisburg within the week and every effort will 
be made to have the Rolling Stone bridge included in this 
year's building program. 
It should be done and no further 


procrastination or delay should be tolerated. 


Give us a bridge at Rolling Stone. Clearfield county people

THIS IS WORTH WHILE 


The Department of Agrculture of the United States, with 


all of its strivings after good things through the years, has de- 
veloped one really fine idea—the clubs of farm boys and of 
farm girls. There are boys' clubs for raising pigs and raising 
corn and girls' clubs for canning and gardening, and these 
clubs have resulted not only in producing better pigs and better 
corn, and better cans of fruit and better gardens, but they 
have greatly improved the crop of farm boys and farm girls. 


They have given to the great agricultural industry a large 


group of young men and women who believe the industry has 
its compensations in addition to the income in dollars the farms 
can be made to pay. 


They have insured to American agriculture a sturdy, in- 


telligent support from within itself which will continue through 
at* least a generation to uphold the rights of the agriculturists 
and work for the constant improvement of agricultural ideals 
and methods. 


Thig is vastly worth while. It is unique. There is not in 


all the industrial life of the nation outside of agriculture any- 
thing like it. No organized effort is made to inspire young 
men to do the work that their fathers are doing in the shop 
9t in the factory or on the railroad, and to do that work With 
greater skill and finer ideals and better results. 


The Department of Agriculture has set a good example to 


other departments of government in this regard and has started 
a movement which ought to be capable of enlarged application 
and adaptation. 


ROLLING STONE BRIDGE SHOULD BE BUILT 


A movement was started in this section List week which 


is almost three years late in getting underway, but now that 
it has taken shape should be shoved through to a successiul 
conclusion, and those interested, and everybody living in this 
and the northeastern section of the county should be interest- 
ed, must not hesitate for one moment until the goal arrived at 
is reached. 
This movement has for its goal the building by 


the State of the iron bridge across the river at Rolling Stone 


Just think of it, this bridge and the bridge across the 


river at Deer Creek were carried away by an ice flood three 
long years ago, yet, notwithstanding the fact that these bridges 
accommodated ?nd were necessary adjuncts to the transaction 
X)f business and traveling about of at least thirty thousand of 
the population of Clearfield and Centre counties, very little 
has been done toward replacing them. 


Each bridge happened to be on a State route and under 


the law the State was obligated to replace them. The matter 
was put up to the authorities at Harrisburg immediately fol- 
lowing their destruction and the local county authorities were 
informed that the State had no funds and nothing could be 
done until the legislature of 1921 made appropriations for 
such work. The legislature of 1921 met, appropriations wore 
made, but despite the fact of such appropriations practically 
nothing was done until last week, when advertisements were 
piaced for bids for the erection of the Deer Greek bridge. 


That is alright as far as it goes, but it fails to go far 


enough. We are in favor of the Deer Creek bridge and think it 
should be built and at once, but there is at least two hundied 
per cent more necessity for the Rolling Stone bridge, and why 
the State authorities should decide to build but one bridge, 
'and that the one that serves the fewest people, is one of those 
'unexplainable things those "powers that be" down at Harris- 
burg some times pull off. 


The Deer Creek bridge serves the few people at the 


}ower end of the county and is of no use, or but little use, to 
the people of the industrial section around Surveyor, Bald Hill 
and the country adjacent thereto on both sides of the nver, 
while a bridge at Rolling Stone would be of as much advantage 
almost to the people of the lower end as the Deer Creek bridge. 
t 
Therefore, what is needed right now is a bridge at Rolling 


Stone. A petition asking consideration of that proposition has 
been generously signed all along the down river country in 
Clearfield, Philipsburg and all surrounding territory and will 
be presented to the State Board of Public Buildings and 
Grounds at Harrisburg within the week and every effort will 
be made to have the Rolling Stone bridge included in this 
year's building program. 
It should be done and no further 


procrastination or delay should be tolerated. 


Give us a bridge at Rolling Stone. Clearfield county people
